McMurray is further and very encour- 
aging evidence that private investors are 
turning attention to that section of Al- 
berta, and to the development of that 
particular resource. This gigantic Britis 
concern has practicaliy unlimited capital. 
It is not an association of speculators, but 
a corporation whose purpose everywhere 
is production. If this company is to make 
any considerable investment in the tar 
sands, there may be looked for a course 
of development which will bring a new and 
highly important industry into existence 
in that part of the province. 


WHY RESENTMENT? 

Hon. George Langley says there is re- 
sentment in Great Britain because Cana- 
dian doctors are sent over to examine in- 
tending immigrants to the Dominion, und 
that this tends to make Canada unpopu- 
lar among those who are seeking homes 
beyond sea. If there is such resentmcut 
it must be based upon a curious misunder- 
standing of the reason why this method 
has been adopted. Rightly understood, 
the prospective immigrant should  wel- 
come the procedure, as in the event of his 
rejection it saves him both time and ex 
pense. 

If Canada is to maintain the right to 
refuse admission to persons suffering 
from disease, there must be examination 
of the immigrant somewhere before he 
enters Canada, by Canadian physicians 
Formerly this examination was made at 


the Canadian port of entry, and the un- | 


fortunate who was refused admission hid 
his journey across the Atlantic and back 
again for nothing, and was poorer by 
the expenses of the trip and the loss of 
time. Now he is examined in a British 
port, and should he be rejected he is - +t 
neither time nor money. That surely is 
not something that should cause offence. 
THE DOMINANT BRANCH 

The Alberta Pacific Grain Company 
plans to build twenty new elevators in Al- 
berta this year. A week ago it was an- 
nounced that the Wheat Pool will acquire 
more than a hundred elevators, some of 
them by purchase, but a considerable num- 
ber to be built. Other grain handling con- 
cerns are showing a corresponding activ- 
ity in providing more handling and storage 
facilities for the larger yields which are 
foreseen in this and succeeding years. 
There is apparently no doubt on the part 
of those engaged in the business that the 


Alberta grain crop will continue to in- 
crease in bulk as it has been increasing, 
nor any suspicion that the point of “sa- 


turation” is in sight in the matter of eleva- 
tor accommodation 

A new elevator is a visible sign 
that more land is being brought into cul- 
tivation in the surrounding country. Where 
elevators spring up like mushrooms, as 
they are likely to do in the newer parts of 
Alberta this year, they provide most con- 
clusive evidence that the settlement and 
breaking up of wild land is taking place 
on a wholesale plan. They indicate, too 
that grain growing is holding its place as 
the chief branch of farming activity. How- 
ever much the believers in mixed farming 
may doubt the wisdom, or the ultimate 
possibility, of neglecting the stock-raising 
branch, there is no room to question that 
the present prosperity among Alberta 
farmers was achieved by growing grain, 
nor that grain-growing is the main objec- 
tive of the Alberta farmer at present

inevitable outcome 
on the part of Japan, and of foreign pow- 
ers generally, to take in northern China 
the course which they took a year ago in 
southern China, when it became apparent 
that foreign lives and property were in 
jeopardy there On that occasion the 
foreign governments acted with decision 
and courage. Great Britain, the United 
States, France, Italy, and Japan threw a 
combined force into the Shanghai area 
which the native combatants knew 
well able to take care of itself and to in- 
flict summary punishment for outrages 
committed upon civilian residents. Thes« 
powers were of course denounced in radi- 
cal quarters for provoking war. As a mat- 
ter of fact they were taking the one course 
which could reasonably be counted on to 
prevent war. The size of the protective 
force was such that both the militant fac- 
tions and the mob element knew that dis- 
aster would befall them if they undertool 
any campaign of slaughter and pillage of 
foteigners. Some outrages did occur, but 
they were in isolated localities, and there 
never was a prospect of anything resem- 
bling war between the powers and China 

In Shantung, for whatever reason

matters seem to have been allowed to 
take their course. The northern sweep of 
the war was foreseen, but practically no 


measures were taken to avert the pos- 
sible consequences to foreigners. Japan 
had a handful of troops at Tsinan. ‘he 
other powers apparently had not and 


have not a force of any dimensions in the 
province, The Japanese force was orly 
large enough to invite attack. What fol- 
lowed might have been expected. The 
southerners, flushed with victory and con- 
fident of their prowess, indulged in a mas- 
sacre of foreign residents, and foliowed 
that with an attack on the small Japunese 
garrison. A condition of war resulted, 
immediately and automatically. Japan 
has responded by taking virtual control 
of the province, and ordering southerners 
and northerners to do their fighting some- 
where else. An army of occupation is 
now being assembled, and the alternatives 
seem to be that the Chinese troops will 
get out or that active hostilities will {>l- 
low. All this could have been averted 
had Japan placed a division—instead of a 
couple df battalions—at Tsinan a month 
ago, or had there been placed there a com- 
bined force representing the powers, simi- 
lar to that thrown into Shanghai a year 
ago. If war between China and Janin 
results it will be because timely interven- 
tion was not made in the one area such as 
was made in the other.

The subject is quite 
sure that he gave no indications, and 
might think that some of the condi- 
tions under which this trick can be 
done (and there are many variations) 
make it “utterly impossible” that un- 
conscious movements should be the 
right explanation 

And 60 it goes on. Wherever thes: 
are tested under the rigid 
conditions of the laboratory they fail 
or the movements we make without 
willing them are plainly shown to be 
responsible. Under emotional excite- 
ment, we do things and lose the 
sense of doing them. In a later re- 
vival of table-turning I saw the table 
thump all over the room. Upon one 
subject particularly declaring that she 
exerted no force whatever, I placed my 
hand on her arm and found her mus- 
cles as taut as though she were lift- 
ing fifty pounds. You assume that 
she was @ nervous, emotional woman 
Well, she was the head nurse of the 
hospital in which the experiments 
were made. 

But there are in a hese instances 
two problems, the readiness to accept 
the explanation of mysterious powers, 
and the readiness to accept the na- 
tural explanation, usually because it is 
declared “utterly impossible.” And 
yet it isn’t, as soon as you appreciate 
what the mind can do and all the 
while ignore its own doings 

As I am as little tempted to believe 
in “mind witches” or “fortune witch- 
es” .as in “water witches,” or the 
devil's witches that they executed 
years and years ago when these be- 
liefs prevailed, I am not ready to ad- 
mit as “utterly imposible” what has 
again and again been proved to be not 
only possible but actual. Each be- 
eves in his own exception; but when 
you have a lot of cases, each makes 
the other stronger. That is what is 
meant by the scientific habit of mind
